An Impoftant Hearing At Concord, 


With.'Much. Interest Shown. 


A hearing on the ccean boulevard 


bill wus held in Concord, on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 27th , before the committee 
on appropriations. A large delegation 
of prominent mea interested in the pro- 
act went up from this city, including 
udge Calvin Page, Col. James A. 
Wood, E P. Kimball, Police Cone mie- 
ionc-r John E. Dimick, Hon. H. A 
Ye-iton, A. F. Howard, Wallace Hack- 
tt, Hon. John W. Emery, Hon. J. 
tlbert Walker and John Pender.

S. B. Pliilbrick of Bye was also in at- 
endaiicei. 


All of these gentlemen were heard 


before tho committee, as well as Judge 
Samuel W. Emery of this city, who 
lappened to be in Concord. 
Arthur 


W. Dudley of Brentwood, W. F. Thay- 
3r of Concord and Senator David Urch 
if this city also presented the merits ol 
he boulevard proposition. 


The above delegation, taken all to- 


gether, undoubtedly made a strong 
mpreaaion upon the members of the 
committee, and the party

lome with high hopes that the commit- 


would recommend the passage of 


the bill calling for §25,000 toward the 
construction of tbe ocean road. 


Judge Emery, in his remarks, stated 


in bfhaif of W. D. Lovell, (whose bill 
calling for §35,000 was before tho com 
mittets) that tbe Lovell bill would not 
be pressed; but would be withdrawn, 
luaving the committee free to consider 
tho appropriation called for by 
the 


measure now under consideration. 


Judge Emery also stated that the 
Iwtrio railroad from Exeter to Porte 
month wonld be built; also the road 
from Manchester to Haverhill, Mass., 
via Hampstead and Danville; also a 
connecting link to Chtwter, and that by 
agreement, half hourly trains wonld be 
run on the Portamonth and Dover steam 
road, to conucct with electrics.

bances are that you pasesd it by with- 
out a thought as to who or what Wil- 
liam Beecher Colson, U. 8. N., was in 
Ufe, little knowing the sad story of tte 
young sailor boy, whose love for A dy- 
ing mother had tarnished his proud 
record and indirectly caused his death, 


From his home in Maine, fifteen year- 


old Willie Colson had visited the country 
grocery store and heard tbe story of 
the blowing up of the Maine. His 
youthful mind was fired at once with 
patriotism and he returned to his home 
only to have the fever of unrest grow 
deeper and deeper. It reached a cli- 
max when Willie announced to hia 
mother that he must fight for his coun- 
try and left for the nearest recruiting 
office. 
Inside of a week he was trans- 


formed into William Beecher Colson, U. 


N,, and wore the blue uniform of a 


jack-tar on one of Uncle Sam's big war- 
ships. He was but a stripling, bat 
carried himself like a veteran through- 
out the war and was a general favorite 
with officers *nd men aboard ship. 


The incoming ol the new centnry 


found Ordinary Seama-n William Beech- 
er Colson a member of the crew of the 
U. S. S. Alabama. The war -was long 
since over, but young Coleon still had 
time to swve before his enlistment ex- 
pired. 
One day the mail 
orderly 


brought him a letter from his Maine 
home. It contained the information 
that his mother was dying and ended 
up by saying, "Come." He obtained 
leave of absence and made all possible 
haste to the bedsic'e of his beloved 
mother. His leave of absence expired, 
but he could not tear himself from the 
side of her who was so much to hitr. 
He did not mean to desert ship. He 
would return after all was over and ex- 
plain matters to the good captain. But 
it was not to be. A grasping govern- 
ment official in the little town, who had 
known Willie from childhood, knew 
that the United States navy paid for 
the capture of deserters and for thp 
•mltry sum of ten dollars, knowing all 
the circumstances, delivered the sailor 
aoy up to the authorities. He was 
brought here and placed under lock 
and key. 


Then came the court martial nnd 


Willie told his story, told it in such a 
straightforward manner that it con- 
vinced his hearers that it was the tiuth. 
The evidence in the case was sent on to 
Washington, but before he could be 
vindicated typhoid pneumonia did its 
work and the sailor boy was taken to 
the hospital in a dying condition. He 
lingered some days and the end came. 


William Beecher Colson, U. S. N., 


ordinary seaman, was gw0a a military 
femoral. Drums beat, flags were half- 
masted and marines escorted tbe body 
to its last resting place with reversed 
arms, What else could a great country 
do for a boy who had given np his life 
in its defence? And that government 
official down in Searsport, may he come 
up for re election before a tribunal who 
will have more mercy than he.

iu ronlinlng the fire to the two entries, 
and in the morning it was necessary to 
seal them m> to prevent the flames 
from spreading to other parts of the 
mine. 


This step was only decided upon aft- 


er all hope of savins the lives of the 
men had been abandoned. 
Nothing 


could live five minutes in the fire. 
which was increasing in fierceness ev- 
ery minute. 


The pluming of the two entries will 


smother the fire, but it may be several 
days before the barricades can be re- 
moved aud the chambers explored. 
The exact total of men entombed is 
not yet known, as a number are miss- 
injr, some on sick leave and others in 
the hospital suffering from burns re- 
eeiveci while fighting the flames, so 
that an accurate count is at present 
impossible. 


HenrlreiitlinK Scenes. 


The scenes at the motith of the mine 


were 
heartrending. 
Kelatives and 


friends of the entombed miners rush- 
ed 1o the mine, frantically waving 
their hands and crying to the mine 
otticiais nnd miners to save their dear 
ones. Many of the women nr$- chil- 
dren were slightly injured In the'* rowd 
and by falling over obstacles in the 
dark ness. 


Dlamondville has been the scene of a 


number of disastrous fires since the 
coal mines were opened there ten years 
ago, but the conflagrations never were 
attended with serious loss of life. 


The mine is owned by the Oregon 


Short Line railroad. 
Its output is 


about 17.1.000 tons of coal per year, and 
upward of 700 miners are employed. 


It is given out by Superintendent 


Thomas Sneddon and confirmed by 
others familiar with the conditions that 
the lives of all the men were certainly 
extinguished 
within three 
minutes 


after the (ire gained awendeney. 


The fire is fully under control, nnd 


Superintendent 
Sneddon 
announces 


that he will open the mine today for 
the recovery of the bodies. 


An additional tragedy followed the 


main one. Thomas Simpson, with his 
young son, who are among the victims, 
came to Diumotulville from Alabama 
but six weeks ago, bringing his wife, 
iu the hope that the change of climate 
would benefit her health. The shock 
of the tragedy was too great for Mrs. 
Simpson's 
delicate health, and 
she 


died. Tints every member of this fam- 
ily is a victim of the disaster. 


The prompt action of Superintendent 


Sneddon in closing the mine anil thus 
extinguishing the lire has prevented a 
\ast property loss and will make il 
possible for the company to resume 
operations without much IONS of time. 
In fuel, Mr. Sneddon bus advised the 
Oregon Short line oHlcials Unit the 
shut down resulting from the (ire will 
be but temporary and that he will re- 
Miiue work before the close of this 
wci:U.

Washington, Feb. 27.— Cuba has beea 


heard from, and Cuba will probably 
submit.

How Cuba will take the passage of 


the Platt amendment concerns Presi- 
dent McKinley at this moment much. 
less than how congress is going to 
adopt it.

He is likely to 
realize his hope. Tfie wave of harmony

Noyes of Alaska and made a brief de- 
fense of the judge. This aroused Sen- 
ator Stewart, who talked until 15 min- 
utes of 10 o'clock. Mr. Pettigrew fol- 
lowed with a brief speech on .Tudge 
Xoyes, and it was 10 minutes before. 
10 o'clock when the army bill was at 
last laid before the senate, and Mr. 
Turner began a long speech against 
the Philippine and Cuban amendments.. 


Senator Turner was still talking at 


11 o'clock, when Senator Heitfeld mov- . 
ed an adjournment. 
This was voted i 


down, and Mr. Aldrich then, appealed ! 
to the Democrats to agree to take a 
vote on the bill and amendments at '2. 
o'clock this afternoon. Senator Jones 
objected to the hour, but expressed 
confidence that a vote would be reach- 
ed. at a reasonable hour today. 


Hale and Aldrich Satislled. 


Messrs. Hale and Aldrich declared 


their satisfaction with this, and there 
was every prospect that the bill would 
be passed today, when Mr. Pettigrew 
gave notice that he proposed to tight to 
the end of the session, regardless of 
whether an extra session should result j 
or not. He is the only man -who seems 
disposed to prolong the struggle, and it 
it believed a vote can be reached some 
time tonight. 


The senate in executive session last 


night confirmed all the naval nomina- 
tions for promotion sent in except those 
of Admirals Sampson and Schley. 


The house was the scene of a sensa- 


tional incident late yesterday after- 
noon which threw that body into a 
violent state of excitement. 
For an 


hour the storm raged, ending abruptly 
when an adjournment was taken on 
motion of Mr. Payne, the floor leader 
of the majority. 


Mr. Lentz, an Ohio Democrat who 


has created many sensations during his 
service in the house, stirred the Demo- 
crats to a fever pitch by rising to a 
question of privilege and alleging that 
a speech he had turned over to the 
public printer under general leave to 
print had been withheld from The 
Record and had been turned over to 
General Grosvenor of Ohio by the 
speaker. 
The nature of the speech 


was not developed during the events 
that followed, but it was learned that 
it was an attack upon Senator Hanna 
and the methods by which he was ! 
elected to the senate. 


The speaker explained that it bad 


been represented to him that the 
speech violated the privileges of the 
house, and he had directed that it be 
withheld until he could look it over. 
Pressure of business had prevented 
him from doing so, however, and only 
20 minutes before, he said, he had di- 
rected that the speech go into The 
Record, believing that if it contained 
anything offensive It could be stricken 
out by the house later. 


Excitement In the House. 


Intense excitement followed. 
Sev- 


eral points of order were made by 
Republicans, but the speaker declined 
to side track the matter In that way, 
holding, however, that to proceed a 
proposition of some kind must be be- 
fore the house. Thereupon Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the Democratic leader, offered 
a resolution declaring that the speaker 
had no right to withhold speeches. 
Against this the question of considera- 
tion was raised by Mr. Lacey; and by 
a strict party vote the house decided 
not to consider it. 


Amid still greater excitement and 


confusion Mr. Richardson offered an- 
other resolution condemning the speak- 
er's action 
in terms and directing 


that the speech be "delivered forth- 
with" to the public printer. Again Mr, 
Lacey raised the question of considera- 
tion, nnd again by a strict party vote 
the house refused to consider It. At 
this point further proceedings were 
cut off by nn adjournment! taken on 
motion of Mr. Payne, the floor lender 
of the majority, and again sustained 
by n strict party vote.

LOST IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


HOPES HAROLD WILL WIN. 


Tills Happens, You Keep Cool 


and BItUce a Smoke. 


In the first place, one should carry a 


general idea in one's head of the main 
streams, mountains and gulches. In a new 
or strange country this knowledge should 
be obtained at once. On the first day out 
of a new camp keep on high ground as 
much as possible; look back frequently, 
so that the country will not appear strange 
when yon turn back, and do not try to 
burden your mind with too many small 
details. 


Simply remember, for instance, that if 


you turn TO the left from the divide on 
which you are you will come into the val- 
ley of the stream ou which you are camp- 
ed, but if you turn to tho right you will 
come down on to a stream that flows in 
another direction. 
Also remember that 


your camp is near such and such a looting 
hill, or, better still, that it is in range 
with two mountain peaks. It is always 
better on the first day or two not to get 
ont of the valley in which your camp is 
located, but if you should do so, RO back 
the way that you carae. Short cuts in a 
new country lose many a hunter. 


Always carry a compass, as there is BO 


way of telling the points of the compass 
by means of baTk or branches that can be 
relied upon. Remember the direction in 
which your eaiup is, and then if you get 
really lost, sit down, build a fire and 
make a big smoke. This is supposing that 
you have companions, as no greenhorn 
should be alone in camp. They will look 
you up the next day, anil it is better to 
sit by a fire and take it easy than it is to 
run all over the country. Every year men 
are lost in the mountains who, if they had 
kept cool and sat down and made r. smoke, 
would have been in camp by noon the 
next day. Instead of this they lose their j 
heads, travel clear out of the vicinity of

A recent fire, by which a large stock o* 
aercbauuUe was destroyed, has caused 
inquiry as to %v hat bfecomes of such lift) 
svrepl stocks as aiv not entirely ruined.

Insurance companies and adjusters of 


fire leases have no difficulty in answering 
these questions and refer those people who 
make inquiry on the subject u» the salvage 
or wrecking comi-anics which exist in 
Keir York, Chicago, Boston arid Kansas 
City There are stiivago coucerus in other 
cities also, but only a few undertake large 
contracts, and they uro prepared to handle 
almost any class of merchandise, in any 
condition, from "slightly damaged by 
water" to "severely burned." The salvage 
company follows closely en the heels of 
the insurance people, and-as soon as tho 
tire has been pur oi:t its inspector is sent 
to th-j scene of the conflagration, where an 
examination is made to see how much of 
the stock may bo rescued from the ruins. 


Sometimes ths salvage concern works 


for the insurance people and sometimes 
lor the owners of thu goods. That depends 
on tho terras of Battlement between the 
owners and the insurance companies. In 
-nuie instances, where by the terms of the 
settlement the goods, or what is left of 
tbejc, become the property of the insur- 
ince companies, they are turned over to 
il-e salvage company which "wrecks" the 
^•>r,ds and sells them for the account of 
j'.e irsurance companies that had paid

where tha Falvage company takes them in 
hand. There, by means of polishing buffs, 
grindstones, acid baths and burnishing 
tools, the metal is made to look fresh and 
now, old handles aro destroyed and now 
horn, ivory, rubber and celluloid handles 
are put on the various articles.

The foreign envoys originally de-

I remember 
that the incident tickled us boys im- 
mensely. AVe thought it was such a good 
joke on the Englishmen, and years after- 
ward whenever anything would remind 
me of the battle of New Orleans I would 
instantly have a mental vision of a crowd 
of astonished artillerymen dodging their 
own cannon balls. The small American 
lo^s was attributed solely to this remark- 
able piece of strategy, and the chapter 
was embellished with a full page wood- 
cut, which is as cienr to my mind's eye 
as if I had seen it yesterday. It repre- 
sented what was evidently intended to he 
one of the fortitications — a coiid, square 
sided, rectangular wall of bales, with reg- 
ular apertures for cannon. Ou one side 
was a line of men dressed like the tradi- 
tional dime novel trapper, each with a 
coousbin cap on his bead and a viffr 
about nine feet long, «ud on the oilier 
side was a dense mass of British grena- 
diers, wearing what looked like bishops' 
miters. A number of cannon balis were 
peon lying oa the ciround outside, where 
they had bounded from the elastic ram- 
prats, and the grenadiers were plainly 
getting the worst of it. 


"That picture stands today as the ac-

them to block a passageway against an 
invading foe.
